Importance of Work. 

Dufing the speech of Maddox, of 
Spalding, who defended the agents 
and told of the importance of their 
services. to farmers. Brannen, of 
tulloch, developed the fact that 

ttrell was an oil inspector under 
Commissioner Brown before he 
came to the assembly. He was 
attempting to show the political 
motives behind the attack on the 
agents, he said later. 

Under the amendment offered by 
the appropriations committee, the 
Smith-Lever funds were fixed at 
$100,000 in 1922, and the same 
Amount in 1923, This represented 
a reduction of approximately $39,- 
000, and Davis, of Oglethorpe, 
pleaded with the house to be sat-. 
isfied with this reduction. 

Riley, of Sumter, followed him, 
and aaciared that thousands of bales 
of cotton had been saved the state 
through the work of the agents. He 
told of their activities in his county 
declaring that the most * 
step the state could take would be 
to fail to renew the fund. 

Enforce Economy. 
In speaking in ‘favor of his 
amendment, Mr. Moore asserted that 
this was one of the best steps to- 
ward enforcing economy; that the 
work of the agents was not of suf- 
ficient importance, and that the 
state was in no financial condition 
to continue the appropriation. 

When the common school fund 
was. reached -during the early aft- 
ernoon, Bowden, of Ware, attempted 
to add $540, 000 to the sums of 
$4.250,000 for each of the years of 
1922 and 1923. as provided by the 
committee. Johnson. of Bartow, 
sought to set aside one-half of all 
revenue received by the treasury 
and use it for school purposes only. 

Both of the amendments were de- 
feated. 

Calls Fund Unnecessary. 


In speaking on his amendment 
to strike out the section providing 
for expenses of the board of trus- 
tees of the university, Wyatt. of 
Troup, decalred that the appropria- 
tion was unnecessary. 

“IT am in favor of carrying out 
the provisions as recommended by 
the appropriations committee,” he 
declared. “But this is one which is 
unnecessar 

“Where s there a trustee of the 
university who would draw his per 
diem with the state in its present 
eondition? I understand that they 
have been spending the state's 
money to come up here and lobby 
among us every year, and I say 
it’s time to cut out this fund.” 

The amendment was adopted by a 
large majority. Vocelle, of Camden, 
then followed with an amendment 
to reduce the salary of Dr. Soule 
from $8,000 to 35,060, and on the 
vote. it was carried. 

Heated. Battle. 

flo heated did the battle ding 
Governor Hardwick left the execu- 
tive chambers and closeted himself 
in the speaker’s room, where he 
held numerous conferences in an at- 
tempt to reorganize his forces and 
bring about harmony between the 
two factions. 

The house was in a turmoil. Ten 
or fifteen members were seeking 
recognition at the same time. Some 
did not wait for the chair to rec- 
ognize them, but hurled' their 
charges across the house. The same 
scene was enacted two years ago 
when Knight, of Berrien, fought to 
write into the common school ap- 
propriation the same provision pro- 
viding that the fund should be plac- 
ed in the treasury and used for no 
other purpose until fully paid. 
When the University of Georgia 
maintenance fund was, slashed in 
steam-roller fashion, the factions of 
the house almost went wild. There 
was a steady fight for reconsidera- 
tion of the common school appropri- 
ation. Judge Quincey, of Coffee, 
offered the first ammunition for the 
battle when he offered an amend- 
ment to reduce the fund to $4,- 
250,000. a 
Ennis Amendment. 


Then Ennis, of Baldwin, took the 
floor. He declared that the total 
revenue expected by the state next 
year would amount to $8,500,000, 
and that $4,000,000 should be appro- 
priated to common schools. Gov- 
ernor Hardwick, he asserted, had 
declared that he would veto any ap- 
propriation bill carrying an excess 
of this estimated revenue. 

The Ennis amendment provided 
that schools be given $4,000,000, and 
during his speech in favor of its 
passage, Representative Culpepper 
developed from Mr. Ennis that the 
higher educational institutions were 
willing to submit to a ten per cent 
reduction if the common school fund 
was slashed. 

Making the sensational charge 
that the “appropriations committee, 
of which I am a member, has failed 
utterly and absolutely in its duty 
to this house in its failure to make 
up an approprtations bill after fid- 
dling away for five weeks only to 
submit a measure virtually blank in 
form for two hundred members to 
work out,” Carswell, of Wilkinson, 
broke the attacks of both factions 
and succeeded in dissolving the con- 
troversy and sending the bill back 
to the appropriations committee. 

The penitentiary committee’s re- 
port was read to the house shortly 
after it convened in the morning. 
The prison commission was criti- 
cised severely, especially in regard 
to the escape of Abe Powers,. bun- 
co artist, from the state farm, and 
3 condition at the institu- 

on. 

Three hundred copies of the re- 
port were ordered printed and dis- 
tributed among the legislators. Ac- 
tion on the matter is expected after 
these copies are placed on the desks 
either today or Friday.

My 
wife saw the terrible raids of Gen- 
eral Bellahavich. He was supposed 
to be a Polish general. In reality 
he was nothing but a bandit, lead-

from a pistol wound in the heart.

1 
trust no one else will be implicated 
in the affair.” She then gave di- 
rections as to how they could re- 
cover part of the money. The money 
in the rooming house was found 
in a small box placed inside a reg- 
istered envelope and secreted ih a 
dresser drawer in an upstairs room. 

Home of Chambers. 

The house belonged to J. E. 
Chambers, at 323 South Poinsetta 
street. It developed that Miss 
Clarke made the trip from West 
Palm Beach to Orlando in Cham- 
bers’ car, and evidence at the in- 
quest over the body of Miltmore 
was to the effect that Miss Clarke 
had wired $100 to Mrs. Chambers, 
in Knoxville, Tenn., from Orlando. 
She claims that she rented rooms 
in the Chambers house. 

Chambers is reported to have left 
this city about a week ago. The 
robbery of the 332,000 took nilace 
Tuesday, July 26, according tv 
Chief Inspector Johnson, of Atlan- 
ta.

TWO AMENDMENTS WIN 


Washington, Aug. 3.—Disposition 
of amendments to the agriculture 
credits bill was begun by the senate 
today but a vote on passage of 
the measure, which is favored by 
the administration as a substitute 
for the original Norris bill, went 
over, 

Two of a score of amendments 
were adopted after a hard fight. 
One, offered by Senator Smith, dem- 
ocrat, South Carolina, would au- 
thorize loans by the war finance 
corporation, to associations of agri- 
cultural producers and the other 
offered by Senator Harrison, demo- 
crat, Mississippi, would authorize 
the corporation to take up §100,- 
000,000 in bonds of the federal loan 
system. 

The Smith amendment was con- 
tested hotly. Senators Harrison and 
Willlams, both democrats, of 
sissippi; LaFollette, republican, 
Wisconsin; and Ashurst, democrat, 
Arizona, led the opposition and 
fought for direct loans to individ- 
ual producers. The amendment was 
adopted 43 to 22, with party lines 
divided. . 

Senators Smith, Lenroot, republi- 
cans, Wisconsin; Smoot, republican, 
Utah, and Simmons, democrat, North 
Carolina, championed the Smith 
amendment. Individual loans to all 
of the farmers of all of the states, 
they declared, would “break down” 
the proposed legislation. Senator 
Smoot said individual loans would 
require the war finance board to 
have 250,000 employes for investi- 
er. That the direct individual 
oan plan was “impracticable, un- 
workable and preposterous,” was 
asserted by Senator Simmons. Sen- 
ator Lenroot said that the original 
Norris bill did not contemplate di- 
rect loans to individual farmers.

Mecca for 140,290 
People in July 


Atlanta’s swimming pools were 
the mecca of 140,290 men, women 
and children in.July, where they 
found pleasure and forgetfulness of 
the torridity. 

This was an average attendance 
of nearly 5,000 daily, eclipsing the 
record of any previous month. The 
pools have enjoyed the greatest 
popularity this season since they 
were built. 

Results of General Manager Dave 
Gillespie’s report to the park board 
Wednesday afternoon of the attend- 
ance last month, follows: 

Grant park, 10,077 men, 6,128 
women, 30,406 children, 45,609; Pied- 
mont, 30,085 men, 12,274 women 
and ‘children, 42,359; Maddox, 3,490 
men, 2,539 women, 12,158 children, 
18,187; Oakland, 5,980 men, 3,787 
women 19,534 children, 29,301; 


Mozeley, 1,160 men, 874 women, 3,- 
800 children, 5,834. $ 

Receipts from the pools in July 
were 35,607. The receipts for the 
season thus far exceed $16,000. It 
is estimated that $10,000 will cover 
their cost of operation through the 
season, showing already a net rev- 
enue to the city of $5,000, which 
will be increased to approximately 
315,000, it is expected, by the time 
the poole close. 7

IN BOND ELECTION 
‘CALLED ILLEGAL 


Charging that the federal consti- 
tutional amendment did not give any 
person the right to vote, Judge Gar- 
land Watkins, counsel for Dr. J. J. 
Foster, of College Park, who is con- 
testing the validation of the 370,000 
bond issue of that municipality,’ de- 
clared Wednesday in Fulton supe- 
rior court that the bond election was 
illegal. 

The federal costitutional aménd- 
ment merely prohibited the states 
from forbidding any person to vote 
on acceunt of sex,” he argued, “and 
872 women voted illegally in the 
bond election in that they had never 
been granted the right of suffrage.” 

„As the respective states control 
their suffrage, Georgia still had to 
empower its women to vote by leg- 
islation which had not been done 
when the bond election was held. 
Besides, 60 negroes who are not 
qualified to vote for members of the 
general assembly voted, which was 
illegal, Nor was the oath, pre- 
scribed by law, administered to reg- 
istrants.”’

Beven votes recorded against it. 

Speak fér Passage. 

During the course of the discus- 
sion of “he measure, Senators Thom- 
as, Cone, Jones, of the 37th; Johns, 
Nix, Thorpe, Ridley and Hollings- 
worth were among those speaking 
for its passage. They all declared 
that as the state had obligations to 
meet in the shape of unpaid appro- 
priations, school teachers salaries 
and Confederate pensions it was 
Georgia's duty to liquidate some of 
her assets and meet these past due 
bilis at once. It was shown that 
the deficit in the revenue to meet 
the appropriations for last year will 
amount to more than $2,500,000. 

Senator Walker offere dthe 
strongest opposition to the bill, de- 
oe that it a serious error to 
ise the future rent on the state 
road. He declared that the state 
will need this - money later and 
should not touch it now. He de- 
clared that the use of this rent in 
advance 
come due would simply be a wedge 
towards the state getting rid of the 
road altogether. 

Instead of liquidating assets and 
nervy the debts of the state, Sen- 
ator alker advocated a policy of 
holding off appropriations for the 
highway department and higher 
educational institutions until money 
can be found to pay them. He de- 
clared that the proper thing to do 
in the view of the present financial 
condition would be to close the 
doors of the higher educational in- 
stitutions for a year, 

At the beginning. the session a 
motion of Senator Nix was carried 
27 to 18 to reconsider the action of 
the senate on Tuesday in killing 
the tax equalization abolishment 
bill. President Clay announced 
that this action places the bill at 
the foot of the calendar and that it 
cannot come up before next sum- 
mer’s session without special action 
of the rules committee. 


Oppose Action. 


Senators Campbell and Jones of 
the 37th strongly opposed this ac- 
tion, declaring that the senate has 
aiready wasted five days of this ses- 
sion on a filibuster on the question 
and that the members should not be 
given the opportunity of repeating 
this action again next summer. 

The absent voters bill passed 
Tuesday was also reconsidered on 
the motion of Senator Kimsey. 

A bill by Senators Bellah, Cone and 
Pope, regulating the use of motor 
vehicles: in the state, was passed, 
after being amended #0 as to pro- 
vide that muffler cut-outs cannot 
be used on automobiles in — part 
of the state. The bill simply re- 
enacts the motor behicle bill passed 
by the 1 slature in extra session 
in 1915, which was recently declared 
unconstitugional by the supreme 
court on the grouids that it was not 
embraced in the call of the extra 
session in which it was passed.

Favored By Sims 


One-way traffic on cross-streets 
and installation of the signal tower 
syetem on Peachtree, Whitehall and 
the other principal parallel arte- 
ries, would go far toward solving 
Atianta’s traffic puzzle,. stated 
Councilman Walter A. Sims on his 
réturn Wednesday from a two 
weeks’ observation tour in cities 
of the north and east. 

The one-way idea has been put 
into practice by New York, Boston, 
Washington and other large cities 
that handle huge volumes of traf- 


fic and is working with success, 
he found, and Savannah hag also 
adopted the plan. 

Mr. Sims is going to Knoxville 
next week to study the traffic lawe 
of that city and will then begin 
work on a set of recommendations 
that he will lay before the coun- 
cil “traffic committee” authorized 
during his absence and of which 
he was named a member. 

Cars Step Teo Long. 

“The trouble in Atlanta ig that 
the street cars are permitted. to 
stop too long and vehicles are al- 
lowed to loaf,” he said. “There 
is not enough hustle put behind 
them. 

“In New York, where the signal 
towers direct traffic and one-way 
cross-streets ia the law, automo- 
biles, street cars and all manner 
of vehicles, with the signs on the 
towers to guide them, will pour for 
four or five blocks in a constant, 
uninterrupted stream for a certain 
number of minutes, while the cross - 
F is held up. Then this 
s released while traffic is halted 
on the main thoroughfares. 

“When the word go is flashed 
there is no time lost, either,” he 
continued. There is no stopping 
in the middle of the block, as we 
do in Atlanta. When the driver of 
an automobile wishes to stop his 
car he pulls off onto a side street 
to do go. Street cars halt only at 
the corners and just long enough 
for quick loading and unloading.” 

No parking is tolerated on the 
principal arteries of an of the 
cities he visited, stated r. Sims, 
and expreseed the opinion that as 
long as Atlanta permits standing 
Vehicles to clog her downtown 
streets she will never get any re- 
lief from the confusion and jam, 
which has become so intolerable 
that city council has once more 
set its hand to the task of trying 
to find a remedy. 

Blocking Crossings. 


If the ordinance in Atlanta re- 
Quiring railroads not to let their 
trains block grade crossings were 
enforced, conditione would not be 
}quite so bad on the north and south 
thoroughfares, Mr. Sims asserted. 
He ealled attention to the three- 
minute ordinance afid said that 
trains often stand several minutes 
longer than this at the Pryor street 
and Central avenue crossings at 
the Union station, forcing traffic 
to divert itself and pour back into 
the crowded lanes on the streets 
that cross the railroads on viaducts. 
He asserted that keeping the via- 
ducts clear of vehicles would also 
accelerate traffic. 

In the view of Mr. Sims no city 
has the ideal traffic laws, but he 
believes the good features picked 
from those of different cities could 
be incorporated in a revised ordi- 
nance that would place Atlanta in 
the fbrerank of municipalities of 
well regulated traffic.

a representative of Mr. Debs’ broth- 
er is here investigating the physi- 
cal condition of the prisoner. 

Mrs. Marguerite Prevey, of Ak- 
ron, Ohio, Wednesday stated to The 
Constitution that she ts in the city 
as a representative of Theodore 
Debs, of Terre Haute, Ind,, brother 
of Eugene V. Debs, for the purpose 
of ascertaining the state of health 
of the incarcerated socialist leader, 
who was a candidate for the presi- 
dency in the last election. 

Mrs. Prevey was presiding off!- 
cer of the meeting in Canton, Ohio, 
which resulted in Mr, Debs being 
se.tenced to the local penitentiary. 
She was also one of Mr. Debs’ 
bondsmen before his trial and dur-, 
ing the appeal of his case. 

‘T have seen Mr. Debs and find 
him in good physical condition and 
excellent spirits,“ Mrs, Prevey de- 
clared. Asked if Debs had express- 
ed any desire to seoure his liber- 
ty, she replied that he knows 
nothing of the efforts being made 
by his friends to free him and is 
not occupying his mind with them.” 

„He is resigned to any fate which 
may befall him,” she declared, “and 
is ready and willing to meet any 


emergency that may arise in his 
case,’
